Chicago and the baseball world will 
greatly miss Ernie Banks. 

The man known as “Mr. Cub” died 
Friday of a heart attack at age 83, his 
family confirmed Sunday. His infectious 
enthusiasm for the game and the Cubs 
is perhaps the defining characteristic of 
his legacy. 

“Happiness is going eyeball-to-eyeball 
with those Cub fans,” he said in 1977. 
“That’s really what I appreciated most 
about playing in Wrigley Field.” 

Here are 14 memorable moments in 
the Hall of Fame career of No. 14. 


Ernie Banks makes his Cubs debut Sept. 17. He 
starts at shortstop and bats seventh, becoming 
the first African-American player in team history.

On Aug. 22, Banks homers twice in a 12-6 loss 
to the Braves at Wrigley Field. This is his first 
multi-homer game. 


On May 11, Banks homers to left-center off 
Brooklyn’s Russ Meyer for his first career grand 
slam. Banks would hit a total of five grand 
slams this season, a single-season record. 


Banks is the starting shortstop for the 
National League in the All-Star Game, held in 
Milwaukee’s County Stadium. 

“!'m different from those that swing hard. 
Can't follow the pitch if I try to slug,” he said 
that year. “I whip the bat with my wrists, with a 
snap. This way | can wait longer to swing.” 


On June 9, Banks makes a rare start at third 
base and connects for his 100th career homer, 
a three-run shot off the Phillies’ Robin Roberts. 
Banks would hit more homers off Roberts (15) 
than any other pitcher. 


Banks is voted the National League’s Most 
Valuable Player, despite the fact that the Cubs 
finish 20 games behind the Braves. 


Banks wins the MVP award again in 1959, be- 
coming the first back-to-back winner in NL his- 
tory. On June 14, Banks hit his 200th homer, a 
two-run shot, off Milwaukee's Carl Willey. 


Banks wins the National League Gold Glove 
award at shortstop. He and Don Kessinger 
(1969, 1970) are the only Cubs shortstops to 
win a Gold Glove. 


The Cubs try Banks in left field for a few weeks, 
then at first base, where he plays for the first 
time on June 16. Banks moves back to short- 
stop in July. 


Banks opens the season at first base and stays 
there almost exclusively for the rest of his ca- 
reer. On April 18, he hit a game-winning solo 
homer (his 300th) in the bottom of the 10th. 


On Sept. 2, with Billy Williams and Ron Santo on 
base, Banks hits a three-run homer (his 400th) 
off the Cardinals’ Curt Simmons in the third 
inning.

career homer, a solo shot off Atlanta’s Pat 
Jarvis at Wrigley Field on May 12, 1970. At the 
time, he is just the ninth player to reach the 
500 mark. 

“The riches of the game are in the thrills, not 
the money,” he said afterward. 


Banks’ final home run (his 512th) comes Aug. 24 
at Wrigley when he connects off the Reds’ Jim 
McGlothlin. 


Banks gets his final hit on Sept. 26, an RBI 
single in the first inning off the Phillies’ Ken 
Reynolds that gives the Cubs a 1-0 lead. It is the 
Cubs’ only run that day. 

After he retired, Banks said: “I’ve never 
worked a day in my life.”

usher President Obama into office, but in Chicago they haven't flexed their voting 


muscle too much in local elections to pick a mayor or the aldermen who have the 


authority to do everything from licensing ride-sharing companies to hiking liquor 


and cigarette taxes. 


With roughly a month to go before what’s 
known as the municipal election, it’s a per- 
fect time to look back and see how Chicago’s 
youngest voters did in the last city election: 
Voters ages 18 to 34 accounted for 18.45 per- 
cent, or nearly 110,000 votes of the 594,734 
total ballots cast in 2011. 

Campaigning hard on issues that affect 
everything from young people’s wallets to 
social issues may get more voters to the polls 
Feb. 24, when they'll pick Chicago’s next 
mayor, who runs the city much like a CEO, 
appointing the police superintendent among 
other officials and taking the lead on issues, 
such as campaigning to bring the Obama 
presidential library to Chicago. Voters will 
also have a chance to elect an alderman who 
deals with neighborhood complaints such as 
graffiti, votes on ordinances such as allowing 
food trucks to cook onboard and supports or 
blocks developments in the community. Also 
on the ballot are the offices of city clerk, who 
is the city’s record keeper and handles the sale 
of city stickers for cars and dog registration, 
and city treasurer, who manages the city’s 
cash, investments and pension funds. 

There’s the notion that the presidential elec- 
tion is the most important election but city 
officials have the ability to change the issues 
Chicagoans encounter daily or the distribu- 
tion of resources, said Rudy Garrett, volunteer 
coordinator of Chicago Votes, a nonpartisan 
organization founded in 2012 to engage young 
Chicagoans in the political process. 

“When you want your city to get better, you 
have to vote for people in your city,” she said. 

That said, a number of Chicagoans of vot- 
ing age didn’t register or vote in the last city 
election. There were 1.4 million registered 
voters in 2011 plus an estimated 400,000 Chi- 
cagoans ages 18 and older who were eligible to 
vote but weren't registered or had outdated 
registration records, according to the Chi- 
cago Board of Election Commissioners. Of 
those 1.4 million registered voters, more than 
800,000 did not go to the polls to vote for 
Mayor Daley’s successor. 

Why are young adults less inclined go to the 
polls? The short answer: a number of reasons. 

Young adults turn out at the polls at a lower 
rate than older voters and, as such, politicians 
may not work hard to reach out and engage 
them, said Zachary Cook, political science 
professor at DePaul University. Younger vot- 


ers may be somewhat less interested in many 
issues that dominate the municipal elections 
like property taxes for example, he said. Can- 
didates who have limited financial resources 
target voters who they perceive will most 
likely turn out, he said. 

The issue then becomes how can young 
people establish a habit of voting if nobody 
makes a pitch to them and talks to them 
about why it is important, he said. 

But the cycle can be broken, Cook said. The 
proof is the increase in youth voter turnout 
for the 2004 and 2008 presidential elections, 
which suggests the right candidates running 
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takes time, energy and effort to get registered 
to vote or update their voter registration ev- 
ery time they move, he said. 

“The challenges are pretty deep. Young 
people are harder to reach. They’re less likely 
to be registered and less likely to be connected 
to communities, and when we can reach them, 
they’re less likely to respond,” Fowler said. 

While the Millennial generation is plugged 
into social media, they may not be paying at- 
tention to politics online despite candidates 
having a Twitter account or Facebook page. 
What gets posted online needs to be enticing 
and applicable to young people, Garrett said. 

Social media and politics can play out in dif- 
ferent ways. 

“Social media makes it easier for informed 
or motivated youth to seek out more infor- 
mation than ever, but it also makes it easier 
for tuned-out youth to ignore political news 
altogether and focus on whatever they have a 
pre-existing interest in,” Cook said.

on issues young voters care about and target- 
ing them can boost participation, he said. For 
example, young voters bought into the idea 
of change in the White House with the first 
African American president and at the same 
time a charismatic Obama brought on young 
people to help run his campaign and courted 
young voters on college campuses and cable 
programs like “The Daily Show.” Presidential 
elections tend to have more resources than lo- 
cal campaigns to reach voters too, he said. 
Outside of college campuses, it can be 
tough for candidates to reach potential young 
voters who are less likely to watch network 
TV where political ads air, said Anthony 
Fowler, assistant professor in the Harris 
School of Public Policy at the University of 
Chicago. Also, young people are mobile and it 


However, what’s most effective in reaching 
them is personal contact, Fowler said. Face- 
to-face contact is better than getting an email 
or letter or phone call, he said. Some mayoral 
candidates can be spotted shaking hands of 
commuters at CTA stations or meeting and 
greeting voters at local bars. 

Chicago Votes has hosted voter registra- 
tion drives and happy hours to get young 
adults involved in the political process. The 
organization also has worked with public 
schools to engage high school students, ex- 
plain the importance of voting and get them 
registered to vote. 

“The younger you can get somebody to 
start voting, the more likely they are to con- 
tinue voting in their lifetime,” Garrett said.

Scores killed in new Boko Haram attacks 


In fierce fighting Sunday that killed more than 
200 combatants, Nigerian troops clashed with 
Islamic extremists who attacked Maiduguri, 
Nigeria, from three fronts. 

At the same time the insurgents continued 
scorched-earth attacks on villages 125 miles to 
the south in Adamawa state, slitting throats 
of residents, looting and burning homes and 
abducting dozens of women and children, ac- 
cording to escaping survivors. 

The multiple attacks come as USS. Secretary 
of State John Kerry visited Lagos, Nigeria’s 
commercial capital, to encourage peaceful 
elections on Feb. 14. 

“This will be the largest democratic elec-

tion on the continent,” Kerry said. “Given the 
stakes, it’s absolutely critical that these elec- 
tions be conducted peacefully—that they are 
credible, transparent and accountable.” 

Kerry met with President Goodluck Jona- 
than and his chief rival candidate, former mili- 
tary dictator Muhammadu Buhari. Kerry told 
reporters afterward that he won pledges from 
both to refrain from violence. 

He also issued a warning: Anyone respon- 
sible for inciting post-election mayhem will be 
barred entry to the US., where millions of Ni- 
gerians live. Kerry promised more U.S. support 
in the fight against Boko Haram if the elec- 
tions take place peacefully and democratically.

Shari Goldhagen explores 
what ifs in her new book

Oh, if only things had gone differently. 

That’s the recurring thought among the 
four main characters of Shari Goldhagen’s new 
book, “In Some Other World, Maybe,” as they 
trade the suffocating confines of ’90s suburbia 

; for the big city. 

But for author Shari 
Goldhagen, things are 
going just fine. The 
Northwestern alum- 
na, 38, isin the midst of 
a tour for her second 
book, released Jan. 13. 
Her debut novel, 
“Family and Other Accidents,” published in 
2006, received generally positive reviews. 

Goldhagen, who grew up in the Cincinnati 
suburbs and now lives in New York, literarily 
returns to the Chicago area with “In Some 
Other World, Maybe.” Parts of the book are 
set in Evanston in the 1990s, about the same 
time Goldhagen lived there while attending 
Northwestern. 


Goldhagen 


On the influence Chicago and Evanston 

has on her writing: “I just feel like I see it so 
clearly because it was such an important part 
of my life, college and all that. So, it’s back 
there, hopefully true to 1999 form.” 


On her first stop whenever she visits: “We 
always seem to get Chicago-style pizza. Usu- 
ally we go to Carmen’s because it’s close to 
Evanston, but honestly, I’m not super picky. 

I like Todino’s. ... I used to go there a lot after 
work because it was right by my apartment I 
lived in after graduation. ... I usually try to get 
a hot dog or two—or seven.” 

On how growing up in the suburbs affected 


her childhood: “I do remember growing up 
and feeling like I never quite fit in. I just felt 
like it wasn’t for me. ... But on the flip side, 
now that I’m older and especially now that 

I have a kid... it’s interesting how I’ve sort 
of changed on that almost completely in the 
past few years. I completely understand why 
people live in the suburbs now. It’s easier!” 


On being a comic book fan like one of her 
characters: “I unabashedly own all four sea- 
sons of “Batman: The Animated Series.” ... I 
actually still have an entire bookcase of comic 
books, so clearly nothing has changed. ... I try 
to go to Comic Con whenever I can. Usually 
I get a press pass because then I feel like ’'m 
actually doing something for work, but really 
I’m just there for me.” 


On how comics have become more main- 
stream: “The one really amazing thing—well, 
one of the amazing things—about the Inter- 
net is, now you can just reach out and have 
people talk about this for hours with you. The 
communities are just there, and I think that 
would have been huge for me as a kid. But, 
alas, we can’t go back and change that.” 


On thinking about changing the past: 

“T think it’s sort of a trap. And I sometimes 
find myself [thinking], “Oh well, if only I had 
done this one thing differently. If only I hadn’t 
done this thing, everything in my life would 
have been different.” And I feel like there are 
some moments that are probably truly like 
that. ... But then there’s probably been lots 

of chances for you to fix that or change it, 
change the narrative, but you don’t. So that’s 
what I liked about the title. “In Some Other 
World, Maybe.” Maybe you'd be better, maybe 
you wouldn't. Maybe you'd try to be the same 
thing. Probably.”

Oh, the possibilities 


If beggars can’t be 
choosers, then grow- 
ing up in privileged 
American suburbia 
means having all the 
choices in the world, 
right? 

This abundance 
of options is both a 
gift and a curse in “In 
Some Other World, 
Maybe,” released 
Jan. 13, which circles 
around four teens in 
the ’90s whose lives intersect as they pick 
up and discard their dreams throughout the 
years. At some point in their lives, they each 
find themselves wondering at what ifs and 
playing with the idea of what they could have 
done differently. 

There’s Adam, the all-around high school 
star who leaves behind a sleepy Florida town 
for Hollywood. There’s Phoebe, the model- 
pretty girl from Evanston whose acting career 
stalls behind the bar at the Rosebud in L.A. 
There’s Ollie, Phoebe’s high school sweet- 
heart whose strained relationship with his 
father only gets more complicated as he ages. 
And there’s Sharon, the closet comic book fan 
who wants to publish her own novel. 

Through these characters, author Shari 
Goldhagen turns the exhausted trope of 
teenage discontent into something interest- 
ing instead of irritating, meditative instead 
of melodramatic. At the heart of the matter 
is an overwhelming desire to escape suburbia 
but at the same time never being able to fully 
let go. As the characters encounter personal 
tragedies in Hollywood and New York, the 
place they once sought to escape becomes 
the only refuge they can turn to—home. 

Sprinkled throughout are hard kernels of

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truth than can be tough to swallow for anyone 
who grew up in the sheltered backyards of 
Middle America. These are people who know 
they have it good but can’t help yearning for 
something more, and Goldhagen eloquently 
conveys this without blowing their first-world 
problems out of proportion. The story never 
wallows in the drama of heartbreak and 
broken dreams. Relationships don’t end in 
spectacular break-ups but fizzle over time. 
The turmoil mostly is introspective as the 
characters dwell on what-could-have-beens. 
Sometimes, however, the same characters 
feel more like stand-in stereotypes, hovering 
on the edge of caricature. Of course the actor 
becomes a bit of a douche once he’s slightly fa- 
mous. Of course the hot, aspiring actress ends 
up sleeping around in hopes it leads to a role. 
But Goldhagen resists the temptation 
to paint someone entirely as the bad guy or 
the good girl. Everyone is a little bit of both, 
and a single action doesn’t determine their 
path. “In Some Other World, Maybe” offers a 
smart commentary on a generation that grew 
up groomed for success and how they deal 
when forced to settle for less.

just an attempt to piggyback on the success 
of “The Fault in Our Stars.” 

That couldn’t be further from the truth. 
This movie is so funny I felt like I couldn’t 
laugh hard enough to suit the material, and 
it’s the first effort in possibly decades—I 
really can’t remember an example since 
“Forrest Gump”— that has made me cry. 
This thing is just so wonderful, I almost don’t 


want to say anything about it, so everyone 
can just go in and have the beautiful revela- 
tion that I did. 

But a few basics: Right off the bat, Greg 
(Thomas Mann) tells Rachel (Olivia Cooke) 
that his mom (Connie Britton) has pressured 
him into this friendship, so “Ear!” doesn’t 
force us to sit around waiting for Rachel to 
find out the truth or something. Through 
narration Greg also says that this isn’t a ro- 
mance and Rachel survives, so the two things 
you'd normally be wondering about a story 
like this are off the table. What develops is 
an explosion of unpredictable, hysterical, 
moving creativity, with particular heights 
hit in the movies Greg and his filmmaking 
partner Earl (promising newcomer RJ Cyler) 
make by adjusting the title of a classic (like 
“Harold and Maude”) into something as 
dumb as possible (Harry, Old and Mod”) and 
creating a short film off of that name. They 
make tons of these, and they are so, so, so 
funny. Nothing I can say really will explain 
why, so I'll leave that alone. 


Me and Earl and

What I will be raving about for a long 
time is the way “Earl,” directed by Alfonso 
Gomez-Rejon (‘American Horror Story”) and 
adapted by writer Jesse Andrews from his 
novel, delivers that rare feeling of a movie- 
going experience so extraordinary it leaves 
you shocked. This is an original vision of 
dealing with death and dealing with being 
a teenager, portraying things everyone who 
was ever young knows in smart, imaginative 
new ways. It also tells a story about using 
humor to distract from sadness and insecu- 
rity and gets the tone exactly right. A major, 
major discovery.
